during the year just closing

There were reported. this 
year 540 banking failures and 
the liabilities will amount to 
$196,790,000.

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Modernist Strength a Surprise 


’ 
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Everybody knows now how the smoldering 
voleano of modernistic revolt sprang into 
flame in the East when Rector Heaton and 
his senior warden went there to explain the 
‘‘theresy’’ with which he is charged. The ef- 
fect here has been to créate on the part of 
Heaton’s conservative brethren a regret that 
they are not to be permitted to behead the 
modernist peaceably, and on the part of the 
fundamentalists at large a surprised indigna- 
tion that the modernists seem to have the 
strength and disposition to strike back. 

In the office of Austin Andersop. junior 
warden and local counsel for the rector, the 
record is being»-made up and the defense pre- 
pared for a fight which Anderson says was 
not sought and which every effort was made 
to avoid and which would even now be avoid- 
ed if the rector were given a clearance that 
would remove the shadow which has been 
cast on his ministerial standing. 

‘“‘But,” says Anderson, lapsing from the 
language of the churchman to that of the 
lawyer, “if we have to fight we will fight till 
hell freezes over.” And for the young rector, 
beset in his high calling, making a stand with 
his back to the wall, for the right to continue 
preaching and ministering, there may be as- 
surance in the fact that his young warden 
and attorney has a fighting jaw. 

As for Rector Heaton, it is not a fight to 
his liking. He would rather be living in 
peace in the midst of his family, preaching 
and ministering to the 400 members of his 
flock and the community to which he feels 
himself as greatly duty-bound as to his 
church, but the fight has come, with him, a 
creature of circumstance, in the center of it. 
and he wil! not flinch. ; 

He came back to his home city from his 
Eastern journey last Thureday evening. His 
appearance and manner were youthful——he is 
only 34—but his speech had the weight of 
thought and conviction behind it. He gave 
instantly an impression of frankness, earnest- 
ness and sincerity which was strengthened as 
he spoke. 


‘*‘A Creature of Circumstances’ 


“Please understand.” be sald, “that there is 
no ill feeling in this. I am not in it from 
choice. I am a creature of circumstances. I 
have nothing but love and good wishes for 
Bishop Moore. I am deeply regretful that 
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this had to come. I tried in every way to 
avoid it. 

“This is a struggle for freedom of expres- 
sion and toleration. The world is such a 
magnificently complex thing that none of us 
should make dogmatic assertions that this 
thing or that oceurred or did not occur, or 
might or might not occur. 

“It is concerning the Virgin Birth that I 
am called in question. On this question I am 
open-minded. While at the present moment 
the evidence seems to me rather to show that 
it was a later tradition of Christians of the 
second generation, to account for the confes- 
sedliy absolute sinlessness of Jesus, yet on the 
other hand I am fully conscious of the fact 
that it may really have occurred. 

“I eoncede the possibility but ft {fs of no 
importance. It is a biological question. The 
manner of the reproduction of His body its of 
very little moment. The important thing is 
the planting of Jesus Christ in the hearts of 
men. If dogmatic assertion stands in the 
way of that it should not be insisted on. If 
Jesus is in the hearts of men what difference 
does it make how He came into the world? It 
is far more important that men love each 
other and live together righteously. I would 
rather have people love me than agree with 
me. I would rather plant lage ifn their 
bearts than convert them to my point of view. 

“My sermon was an appeal for toleration. 
I tried to make it clear that good men might 
honestly disagree on moot questions, but if 
both had the spirit of God in their hearts they 
would not need to ask what is truth? -My 
statement about the Virgin Birth was used, on 
the impulse of the moment, as a concrete ex- 
ample. Perhaps it was not phrased as care- 
fully as it would have been if I had planned to 
say it. Perhaps, as to time and place, it was 
a mistake of judgment to say it. I have ad- 
mitted as much to Bishop Moore. It has 
given me regret to find that he has caused it 
to appear that my admission went to the ques- 
tion of fact instead of the wisdom of ufter- 
ance. 
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<9 “ Questions Not Connected”’ [ 
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‘Bishop Moore takes the position that a de- 
nial of the Virgin Birth is a denial of the 
divinity of Christ. There is no connection 
between the two questions. I believe abso- 
lutely in the divinity of Christ, independently 
of the manner of his birth. The cireum- 
stances or accident of His birth have nothing 
to do with His divinity. 

“I have tried in this matter to do as Jesus 
would have done. I have not taken the ag- 
gressive. I have tried in every way to avoid 
a trial. I have tried to reconcile tLe Bishop 
to let me remain with my people. They love 
me apd I love them. I want to  contisue 
ministering to them and doing my best & re- 
lieve the sin and sorrow and sickhess thas are 
in the world. , 

“But now that it has gone this far. & is 
probably better for all concerned and fe the 
future of the church and the freedom @ its 
young clergy that the question be determined. 
If it is dropped’ my friends think I should be 
given a clean bill of health.”

Hurst compared their struggle against the cur- 
rent to “standing in front of a fire department 
hose,”” while the roaring sound which came from 
the distance was terrific. The first water seen in 
the mine is described as having been inky black, and 
emitting a very foul odor. But no smell was no- 
ticed, and only a grayish color in the water seen by 
Hurst and his companions, who included Henry 
Schlusser, John Schaefer, John Kaiser, Charles 
Saner, Tom Hardgraves and Adolf Dill. 

The distance they traveled was figured out to 
have been 4500 feet, before they reached the bottom 
of the shaft where the cages awaited them. As for 
the floating buckets, these had been thrown away 
by miners who eventually reached the top. The ma- 
jority brought out their buckets, partly from force 
of habit, no doubt, and in some cases because they 
had money in them for safekeeping. 

An even longer distance, figured out at 5800 feet, 
or. well over a mile, was traveled by Frank Luke, 
president of Local 4821, United Mine Workers of 
America, and his companion, Frank Cramer. They 
made their way, out through the old workings, al- 
though quite unfamiliar with them.

“In our search for a way into the old workings 
we twice ran into solid faces of coal, which, of 
course, completely blocked our path and made us try 
somewhere else. I figured that there must be a 
room which was broken through into the old work- 
ings, and that our work was to find it. 5 

“In the -second entry that we explored we hit 
water which was waist deep. We were traveling 
against a backwater. I took my good-natured time. 
The water Was only waist deep, so why should I run? 
I told Cramer to take his time and save his strength, 
because he might need it later. Finally we did 
find a room through which we-were able to get into 
the old workings.”’ 

President Luke called attention to a miner's need 
of courage, exemplified in the Radium mine dis- 
aster. Without courage, the méh who had to face 
deep water, and go through it, could not have done 
so. - Fire and water, roof falis, breaking timbers, 
poisonous gases and explosive gases are some of 
the perils which may confront a miner, even wien 
laws regulating the industry are wise and com 
panies conscientiously trying to safeguard their 
men, a duty in which Government inspectors and 
union officials participate. 

Perhaps, the narrowest escape from death was 
in the case of Will Campbell, another veteran miner, 
lame from a recent stroke of paralysis. 

“Phe driver brought us word,’ remarked Camp- 
bell, who is convalescing at his home in Belleville.

In the score of European bragches maintained by 
the company there are about 600 regular employes. 
In the United States are many manufacturers who 
turn out products exciusivelyfor the May com- 
pany. 

These have employes aggregating thousands of men 
and women. At normal seasons of the year the five 
stores themselves have (in 1923) approximately 
13.150 employes. Col. May is chief of a férce of 
workers who total several times the population of 
the Indiana town where he first got into business 
for himself. In round numbers these working forces 
are, by cities: 

Cleveland, 4000: St. Louis, 3800; Los Angeles, 
3500: Akron, 1600; Denver, 250. At the holiday 
season, of course, many extras are employed. At 
the St. Louis store, for instance, between 600 and 


1000 are added to the force for the Christmas sea- 


son. It may be estimated, then, that during the re- 
cent pre-Christmas rush the May company had alto- 
gether about 16,000 employes in its five stores 
alone. 

' ‘Phe largest of the stores is the one in Cleveland. 
The Famous-Barr in St. Louis comes next; though 
when additions now being made to the Los Angeles 
store under Col. May’s persopal supervision are 
completed\ Hamburger’s will* bigger than the 


Wamous-Barr. The Cleveland store has one street 


frontage of 600 feet. The store in Los Angeles is 
320 by 300 feet im present ground dimensions. 
From $4,000,000 to $5,000,000 are being expended 
in enlarging and equipping it. 

The Railway-Exchange Building, eight floors of 
which are occupied by the Famous-Barr store, occu- 
pies an entire block. The ground dimensions are 
276 by 288 feet. There are 750,000 square feet of 
floor space in the local store, and that figures out

The Cleveland store has about 1,580,000 square 
feet of floor space; Los Angeles, when additions are 
completed, 1,500,000: Akron. 
600.000; Denver, 175.000! Now. if 
you are apt at figiring, just add 
up those five floor-space sums 
and find out how many acres the 
May stores occupy. An acTe. by 
the way. is 208 feet square. The 
present writer, who is not an 
arithmetical expert, nevertheless 
is able to discover about 125 acres 
of floor space in the May stores 
which would make a farm plenty 
large enough for the average 
farmer to cultivate, if all these 
acres were laid out on flat terra 
firma. 

Figures with dollar marks in 
front also serve to indicate the 
magnitude of an_ enterprise to 
which they apply. The annual re- 
port of the May Devartment Stores 
Co. and subsidiary companies for 
the year ended Jan. 31. 19232, 
show a net profit for the vear. 
after provision for Federal taxes 
on income, of $5,504,232.75. That 
was an increase of $1,496,.488.52 
over the income for the preceding 
fiscal year. Col. May’s slogan. as 
you know, is “Watch Us Grow.” 
The net sales for the year men- 
tioned were $61.685,253.28. For 
the year preceding, the net sales 
were $58.981.639.32. A responsi- 
ble official of the eompany has 
stated to the writer that the sales 
for the fiscal year ending Jan. 31, 
1924, will tofal somewhere around $100,.000,000. 
These figures will include, of course, the sales for 
the new acquisition in Los Angeles, which wil! ad- 
vance the total quite considerably. x 


The largest individual store in the world is Mar 
shall Field's, in Chicago. The founder of that store 
died some years ago. Wangffaker’s and the Gim- 
bel Bros.’ establishments in/ the East are the only 
institutions to be compared with the May con- 
cere. John Wanamaker also is dead. It is believed 
the Gimbel brothers, prior to the time of the May 
company expansion, did a larger total! business in 
the three cities where they operate than was then 
done by any other one firm. : 

The May stores, on the other hand, serve five 
cities and the adjacent territory of each; and as 
David May. chairman of the board of directors of 
the company he created, is actual head of this great 
business, ft is not goigg beyond the returns to make 
for him the claim—which, bear in mind, he has not 
made for himself—that he is one of the foremost 
living storekeepers.

Rasikilau, the elder 
brother. chose Cikobia, chiefly on ac- 
count of t caves that were there. of 
the largest of which he at once took 
possession. Koroibo moved over to 
Munia. 

Here they lived for
